Supervisors to Show Grand 
Jury Desert Country 

It is planned in the very near fu- | 
ture to take a party of supervisors, 


Farm Bureau President Rk. B. Peters 
and a committee of the members of 
the grand jury for a trip over the 
desert country. 

Some of the members of the grand 
jury have expressed a desire to make 
this trip in order that they might 
inform themselves of the conditions 
that apply in the sections of the 
county empire that they have never 
seen. They state that they cannot 
pass intelligently on the problems 
that are up for solution in the desert 
region unless they know something of 
conditions as they exist. 

Some of the supervisors have never 
made the trip over the desert and it 
would be an enlightening trip for 
them and when questions came up 
that pertained to the district pre- 
sided over by Supervisor Crain, they 
would be better qualified to decide 
the questions as they come before 
the board. As it is the supervisors 
take the recomendations as put be- 
fore them without being able to in- 
teligently understand the needs of 
the region in question. 

Highway Commissioner Cole was 
present and advised the supervisors 
of the conditions of the roads and 
bridges in Supervisor Crain’s dis- 
trict. He stated that it as a big 
problem to handle and that the whole 
county should know in order that 
something might be done towards 
making the roads and bridges in a 
passable condition. 

The object in having Mr. Peters 
acompany the party is that he may 
familiarize himself with the condi- 
tions that obtain on the desert and 
understand the attitude of the super- 
visors tewards doing very extensive 
work in the desert regions here 
there is at present very little pros- 
pect fo ever getting water. 

It is planned to make this trip in 
the very near future.

In “Haiti” J. Dryden Kuser tells that 
on his visit to that supposedly unin- 
viting island he purchased a solid ma- 
hogany dinner table for $6, “which ts 
the customary price,” says the De-

To the rhythm of 
voodoo tom-toms, the worshipers 
dance themselves (nto excited pas 
sions until all but the strongest fall 
prostrate. During the dance the men 
eat pleces of ginss and, dancing on 
redhot coals, place burning pieces of 
charcoal in their mouths. Later in 
the ceremony liquor is passed around, 
The priests wield an indescribable, be- 
cause secret, influence over the par- 
ticipants, so that it is merely neces- 
sary for them to beat the tom-toms a 
few times and a whole brigade will

GREAT MOUNTAIN COLLAPSES 


Aussee Sanding in Mountainous Re- 
gions Near Vienna Disintegrat- 
ing Quite Rapidly. 

The geological freak of a great 
mountain disintegrating so fast that It 
{s discernible day by day—a_ thing 
that ordinarily takes thousands of 
years—is occurring in the mountatn- 

ous regions near Vienna, 

The Aussee Sanding, rising over 
6,000 feet, Is simply collapsing. Its 
great cones and pinnacles of rock are 
erashing and tumbling as if under- 
mined by gnomes; the forests that 
clothed the slopes Ife flat or move 
slowly and steadily downward, piling 
into the valleys, and the turf carpet 
moves with them. Over three and 
three-quarter miles of territory are In- 
volved in the movement and hundreds 
of sightseers view the convulsions 
from opposite slopes. 

The phenomenon has been In prog- 
ess for neirly a year with gradually 
increasing acceleration, One scientific 
explanation is the presence of an nb- 
normal quantity of water in the chalky 
Hinestone core of the mountain, caus- 
Ing the collapse of gfent caverns and 
the slipping of strata,
